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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 

consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 

prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Glaxo (WO 01/84108). 

Glaxo teaches an automated sample collection workstation for collecting 
classified particles by a cascade impactor. The method comprises transferring the 
collection compartments to a workstation that has an upper member and a lower 
member that encase the collection compartments in individual compartments. A wash 
fluid is then added to the enclosed portion that contains the collection compartments 
with the classified particles. The wash fluid transports the classified particles to 
respective collection vessels (claim 26; page 12,13). The wash fluid is added to the 
seal enclosure by solvent tubes, valves and pumps then removed by the tubing and 
valves (page 13). The individual compartments are added to the lower members which 
is an entire unit (fig. 30). 

Glaxo does not teach moving the compartment manifold and service manifold as 
a unit under power to enhance dissolution of particles in each component. 

It is well known that particles dissolve faster into a solution when agitation is 
applied to a container. Therefore it would have been obvious to on having an ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Glaxo to employ agitation to the sealed compartment containing 
the impacted particles on the collection compartments in order for rapid dissolution of 
particles in each compartment because it well known that particles dissolve faster into a 
solution when agitation is applied to a container. 

Regarding claims 8-10, applying a gas to aid in drying the collection 
compartments, it would have been obvious to on having an ordinary skill in the art at the 
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time of the invention to modify Glaxo to employ a dryer for drying the collection 
compartments in order to dry the surface and ready the collection compartments for 
further use in a cascade impactor. This drying step is routinely used in cleaning 
impaction surfaces. 

Regarding the recently amended claims requiring the separate impactor 
compartments supported side by side on a common compartment manifold supported in 
the compactor be moved as a unit to the service manifold, it would have been obvious 
to one having an ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to modify Glaxo to 
allow the impactor components to be moved all at once to the service manifold for 
particles classification because it would be a tedious operation if one were to classify 
thousands of impactor compartments by moving them one by one to the service 
manifold. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. See above modified rejection.
